one doesn’t have to be such an ‘‘old timer” either to remember 
whén such was not the case. Upon inquiry in the Upland jun- 
ior high school a short time ago it was revealed that more than 
50 per cent of the pupils have never ridden on a steam train. 
A similar test in one of the Pasadena schools is said to have 
brought out the fact that over SO per cent of the pupils had 
never had a ride on a steam train. 

These tests were made at the request of the Southern Pa- 
eifie Railroad Co., who are running an excursion to Santa Bar- 
bara from this community on May 14 at $1 for the round trip 
for students—and ‘‘there’s gonna be a lot o’ kids’’ get the 
treat of their voung lives when that hie event is pulled off.

train. And when the train pulls out of Ontario for Santa Bar- 
bara there will probably be another thousand or two taking 
the ‘‘joy ride.”’ 


But the point is this: Who is there living today who 25 or 
30 years ago would have guessed such a condition would exist 
so soon thereafter—or ever? It that time automo- 
biles were beginning to come into use in considerable numbers, 
though they were by no means the common thing. It was then 
still a real treat to have one of your more fortunate friends 
who owned a car to invite you to go for a ride in their auto- 
mobile. Practieally evervbody who went anywhere—even to 
the neighboring towns only a few miles distant—-rode on the 
railroad train. In those days the ‘‘locals’’ were doing a good 
passenger but gradually the automobiles increased 
and the time came when one by one the loeal trains were elim- 
inated from the schedules until they have almost disappeared 
entirely. And in this modern day more than half of the young- 
sters have never ridden on a steam train.
